Ostensibly the aim of these clubs 
is to improve and advance the interests 
of the particular vsiriety with which 
tbey are affiliated, and if this was ac- 
complished and the work stopped there 
all well and good, but the trouble !• 
they don't stop at that ppint.

tbey frequently do not travel in that di- 
rection at all, but go off at a tangent 
after some senseless fad, the accomplish- 
ment of which not only mcuns no gain 
whatever for the breed from a utility 
gtandpoiut, but often the reverse. Take 
1he Buff Cochin for instance. In the de- 
stroying hand of the "fancy" it has ret- 
rograded from one of our very best and 
most useful fowls into a useless, un- 
sightly and unclean mass of feathers. It 
cannot produce egga. It cannot prodnno 
flegh. Its whole energy is expended in 
producing an abnormal growth of feath- 
ers.

and cannot be kept with profit in any 
poultry yard.
